The first Benton Public Library 
opened on August 15, 1924, in the 
Ward Building which was located on 
the square in Benton. On September 
23, 1929, the Library Board accepted 
a deed from A. S. Cleveland to the 
house and grounds at 502 South 
Main Street, on Highway 37. The 
provisions of the deed were that this 
house and grounds be used only for 
library purposes. 

The house was remodeled and the 
grounds landscaped and as such was 
in use until the fire on Sunday eve- 
ning, January 9, 1955. 

At the time of the fire the city of 
Benton helped the board and other 
volunteers with the removal of 
books, files, and furniture. These 
were stored temporarily in the city 
hall and in the mayor’s office.

On February 15, 1955, with books 
loaned by the state and those sent 
from other libraries a temporary li- 
brary was set up in quarters given 
rent-free by Amos Wood in the 
Wood Building on the square. Shelv- 
ing of planks and concrete blocks 
was provided by local firms. Dam- 
aged tables and magazine racks were 
taken to the Benton Community 
High School where the wood working 
classes repaired them at cost. The 
St. Joseph’s Catholic Church offered 
their old church for storage purposes 
for as long as needed, also rent free. 

Previous to the fire the Library 
Board had been considering ways to 
enlarge the quarters to meet the 
growing needs of the public. The 
building was two stories and there- 
fore not the most desirable plan with 
only two members on the Staff. 
When the building burned, the board 
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felt the insurance money could best 
be spent on a new modern one story 
building than to repair and remodel 
the old building. To get ideas for the 
new building the board visited new 
libraries in the area, and consulted 
Dr. Ralph McCoy, librarian at 
Southern [Illinois University. . The 
Staff of the Illinois State Library was 
helpful in sending plans as did the 
Mt. Vernon Library. Plans of new 
libraries which were under construc- 
tion were also inspected. From a 
combination of ideas the Building 
Committee présented a suitable plan 
on which work began September 12, 
1955. 

The building is to be constructed 
of concrete block with red brick 
veneer and is 60 x 90 feet in size. 
The building, which will cost $37,850, 
is being financed by the insurance 
money, tax money from the 1954-55 
library allotment which was left and 
given to the building fund by the 
city, and tax money from the 1955-56 
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tax year, plus money from the sale 
of the old building and other gifts. 
This amount will erect the building, 
provide a heating plant, paint, 
plumbing and electrical fixtures and 
an asphalt tile floor, but no furnish- 
ings. 

To furnish the building the Li- 
brary Board has appealed to the 
people and organizations of Benton 
for help. To date several hundred 
dollars have been received, not only 
from residents, but also from former 
residents. Organizations are giving 
benefit card parties and suppers for 
this purpose. Plaques telling the 
donors’ names will be placed on the 
furniture. A House Committee was 
appointed to select the furnishings 
needed and purchase them from the 
same company. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has offered to move the library to its 
new home upon completion of the 
building. The Senior Girl Scouts 
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have also offered to help with the 
moving. 

The new library will have an 
auditorium (24 ft. x 46 ft.); a ticket 
seller’s booth; a kitchen (8 ft. x 16 
ft.) with stove, sinks, and hot water 
heater; and two rest rooms. It is 
hoped that many clubs and organiza- 
tions will use this auditorium for 
their meetings. 
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Although Benton has suffered a 
great loss in the fire which destroyed 
the public library, everyone con- 
nected with the new building project 
feels that the new Benton Public Li- 
brary will serve the public in a much 
better way because of the many new 
friends, civic interest and pride which 
have grown out of the disaster. 


FAIRFIELD

The Fairfield Public Library was 
housed in make-shift quarters for 
more than thirty years. The old 
building, a small brick structure of 
the residence type, was originally 
built for physician’s offices, and used 
as such. After the library purchased 
the property, it was improved and 
enlarged from time to time, but was 
never a well arranged or suitable 
building.

The book collection grew year by 
year and the patronage was good, 
considering the fact that there was 
no quiet corner for reading and ref- 
erence, and no separate children’s 
room. 

Always in the background, there 
was a definite dream of a fine new 
building. This was definitely demon- 
strated by gifts from time to time. 
First of these was in the form of a 
bequest from a former board mem- 
ber, and was a gift of $10,000.00 left 
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without any qualifying clause as to 
how or when it should be used. The 
entire sum was placed at interest as 
soon as it was received. 

Second, was the tentative gift, also 
a bequest, of a large brick home on 
a fine corner lot, part of the estate of 
an interested citizen. This was con- 
sidered carefully by the library board 
and the city council and was finally 
returned to the estate because of the 
great expense involved in remodeling, 
and the probability that it would be 
unsatisfactory 4s a library building. 

The third gift was the deed to a 
fine, large corner lot in an excellent 
location away from the shopping 
district so there is parking space. 
This deed conveying to the Fairfield 
Public Library trustees said lot was 
made on September 22, 1950. The 
only condition being that a suitable 
building for the use of the library be 
erected within five years. This gift 
from the family of a former president 
of the board, was accepted by the 
library board and the City Council 
of Fairfield. 


Other civic projects crowded the 
library into the background for four 
of the five years. Then, a very active 
county Historical society was organ- 
ized. This organization needed a 
toom to house the many documents 
and articles which poured in, and 
also a place to hold its regular meet- 
ings. 

At a joint meeting of the Library 
Board, the president of the Wayne 
County Historical Society, and mem- 
bers of the City Council, it was de- 
Gided to launch an active campaign 
for gifts of money, or the equivalent 
and make plans for a building to 
house the library and the Historical 
Society. 

The meeting room is to be used by 
Other organizations of suitable na- 
ture. A library planning consultant 
Made two or three trips down from 
Springfield to give excellent advice, 
including a tentative floor plan which 
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helped greatly. The entire library 
board and the librarian had made 
one previous trip to Rantoul to look 
at the new library in that town and 
to find out anything that would be 
of help from their recent experience 
in building. 

The combined boards of the Fair- 
field Library and the Wayne County 
Historical Society met to decide 
upon the amount of money which 
would build and equip the kind of 
building which we hoped to build. 
$80,000.00 was the sum agreed upon. 

The president of the Historical So- 
ciety, Mr. W. W. Lawrence, was 
designated as the person to conduct 
the fund raising, and he appointed 
as chairman of the drive, Mr. Vernal 
Simpson, a most capable and inter- 
ested man, who had been active in 
similar community projects, and 
was almost a genius at organization. 

An intensive publicity campaign 
was launched almost at once. Weekly 
newspaper articles, cartoons, radio 
programs, and wholesale solicitation 
by letters (with pledge cards en- 
closed) sent far and wide brought 
ready response. Also, an active group 
organized and reporting each day, 
made a house to house canvas of the 
town. The campaign started on the 
22nd of November, and by Christ- 
mas the results were mounting to the 
extent that the Library Board began 
to communicate with architects. 


Several were interviewed and the 
commission was finally awarded to 
D. Clarence Wilson, A.I.A. of Mt. 
Vernon, Illinois. Several plans were 
submitted for criticism and study. 
When plans were finally approved by 
the Library Board and the President 
of the Historical Society, the city 
council formally accepted them and 
bids were then solicited by advertise- 
ment. These sealed bids were opened 
at the city hall in the presence of the 
Library Board, City Council, and the 
architect. Low bids for general con- 
tract, electrical work, and plumbing 
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came from local firms, all of whom 
had a personal interest in the build- 
ing. 

Ground was broken on the twelfth 
of April, 1955, and construction be- 
gan at once. In spite of delays 
caused by bad weather, and difficulty 
in securing materials, and other 
items, the building was 95% com- 
plete by the 22nd of September, and 
the reversion clause promptly re- 
moved from the deed. Fairfield set- 
tled back with a sigh, sure of its 
lovely new building. 

The building is very modern in de- 
sign, all on one floor and is of brick, 
stone, steel and concrete which 
makes it almost completely fire 
proof. The interior is finished in fine 
wood paneling. Ceilings are of 
acoustical tile, and the floors are laid 
in nice design of colored rubber tile 
and cork. 
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The furniture is the best that Li- 
brary Bureau can provide. Steel 
stacks are in the large stack-room 
and light wood shelving everywhere 
else. Our reading room is large and 
beautifully lighted. The children’s 
room is at the opposite end of the 
building and will be a complete unit 
with the children’s card catalog and 
periodical rack separate from the 
adult side of the building. 

However, we have had to place all 
the reference books on wall shelves 
in the large reading room. 

How is all this financed?—By the 
interest and generosity of the people, 
all of whom formed a Friends of The 
Library group without knowing there 
is such an organization. 

Pledges have been paid promptly, 
many have given liberally of time 
and work as well as of money. An 
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turned fees, commissions, and dis- 
count rates, asking that these 
amounts be added to the Library 
Building Fund. 

Our old building was sold, the city 
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council also voted a substantial sum 
from the city’s general fund. It has 
been a “pay as you go” project, all 
bills have been paid as they were 
presented. There will be no debt. 


THE GLENVIEW PUBLIC LIBRARY

The Glenview Public Library has 
long looked forward to the move 
made this fall to a sizeable new build- 
ing, from their original one room 
quarters in the Village Hall, occupied 
since the library’s beginning in 1930. 

First mention of a new library for 
Gienview was made during the war 
years of 1944. At that time it was 
becoming increasingly evident that 
the library could not continue to 
function in the original quarters, or 
with the inadequate financial support 
then afforded. However, the first 
major step was not taken until March 
1951. The Glenview Library Asso- 
ciation gave the trustees funds to be 
used for a survey. The Association, 
a group of fifty women, was founded 
in 1939 to help the Glenview Public 
Library meet a financial crisis. They 
are organized “to promote the pro- 
gressive development of the Glen- 
view Public Library and to increase

its usefulness to the community.” 
They, each year, have given the li- 
brary $1,000 or more. 

The survey was conducted by Li- 
brary Building Consultants, Inc. 
Recommendations made in this sur- 
vey were closely followed. The first 
step was to have a referendum to 
raise the tax levy from .0012 to .002 
so that when a new building was 
built the operating budget would be 
sufficient. This was accomplished 
with a vote of four to one on Janu- 
ary 15, 1952. In December 1952 an 
option was taken on one of the 
recommended sites for the new li- 
brary—a corner lot 139 ft. x 177 ft., 
on the west edge of the business dis- 
trict. The property is on Glenview 
Road, principal east and west street, 
one block from the former location 
in the Village Hall, and also one 
block from the post office, the rail- 
way station, the telephone company 
and the A & P store. Also, in De- 
cember 1952 Maher and McGrew, 
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Evanston urchitects, were commis- 
sioned to prepare plans. They in 
turn hired Andre Nielsen, who had 
done the work on the survey, as their 
consulting engineer. Since the sights 
had been set too high, the original 
$300,000 plans were cut until the 
Village Board finally approved a 
$200,000 bond issue. The architects, 
in drawing up the plans, followed 
closely the recommendations made in 
the survey. The referendum by spe- 
cial election was held in October 
1952, won by a small majority. Be- 
cause of the lapse of time between 
voting and the sale of the bonds only 
$193,000 was received. 

The one story building is of buff 
brick with Bedford stone trim, and a 
brown Ludowise tile roof. The first 
floor houses the adult area, children’s 
room, stack room, work room and 
librarian’s office. The adult area is 
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flexibly divided into work areas for 
charging desk, reference and study, 
periodical corner, young adult alcove 
and browsing. The lower floor is 
fully excavated but only partially 
finished. The finished rooms are: 
conference room that will seat about 
one hundred persons, a staff room 
and kitchen, and the boiler room. In 
addition to the main entrance and 
lobby on Glenview Road the build- 
ing may be entered from a side ramp 
entrance adjacent to the 30 car park- 
ing lot, a direct entrance into the 
children’s room, a delivery entrance 
into the workroom from the parking 
lot and three entrances into the base- 
ment. Fluorescent lighting and 
acoustical ceilings are in all public 
areas. Air conditioning has been 
planned for in the future by putting 
in the necessary ducts. Heating is 
hot water by oil burner. 
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Library Bureau furniture in na- 
tural birch, the same shade as wain- 
scoting and trim, is used throughout 
the building. Colors used for the 
leather chair backs are sea green and 
persimmon in the adult room and 
red in the children’s room. Other 
decorator colors are beige and gold. 
Floor covering is rubber tile on the 
first floor and asphalt tile on the 
basement floor. 

Increased services to the public 
will include a circulating record col- 
lection with li$Stening machines for 
use in the library, more help and 
publicity given to a film-lending 
agency service, more story times and 
book talks given for children and 
plans to make the library known as 
an adult educational center. 


The more readily visible changes 
center around the alterations and re- 
modeling of the building itself. A 
large extra room once used by the 
local Women’s Club but long since 
closed off and forgotten has been re- 
Claimed for use as the adult room. A 
huge Colonial bay window permits a 
view of a fine large lawn and old 
trees. Walls in the room have been 
done in birch paneling and handsome 
gold-and-green textured paper. New 
fluorescent lighting and new birch 
furniture, plus a two-tone green tile 
floor, make this room attractive and 
restful, as well as providing much 
needed elbow-space to keep up with 
the requirements of a growing com- 
munity. 

A small room to the north that 
once housed the adult non-fiction has 

transformed into a modern 
Office and workroom, the envy of 
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The actual cost of the building was 
about $165,000 dollars, the land 
$28,000, equipment, decorating, 
drapes, etc., $20,000. In addition to 
the bond money used, $12,000 re- 
mained available from the funds that 
the Library Association had given 
over a period of years. 

A Silver Anniversary Committee 
of interested citizens has been formed 
to make possible the extra equip- 
ment and services that Glenview 
patrons desire. Besides individual 
gifts graciously offered, the Commit- 
tee has sponsored a book plate cam- 
paign to honor the twenty-fifth An- 
niversary of the founding of the li- 
brary and to provide sufficient funds 
for the pleasant extras.

some neighboring public libraries— 
new shelves and cabinets, a sink 
with formica counter top, and ample 
area for the preparation of new 
books and the repair of the old. 

Currently in progress is the final 
task —that of redecorating the re- 
maining large center room which will 
serve as reception center and young 
people’s and juvenile area. The walls, 
once a drab gray, have been painted 
a warm sand tone to blend with the 
birch of the adult room. Tiled floor- 
ing and fluorescent lighting, also car- 
ried through from the adult room, 
have just been installed. Purchase of 
new birch charging desk and birch 
furniture for the children’s and young 
people’s “corners” lies immediately 
ahead— also the hanging of new 
drapes. 

All this has been accomplished 
without a raise in the local library 
tax rate. Instead, careful budgeting 
and the occasional delay of some 
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step in remodeling until the budget 
would permit the expenditure, has 
made this growth and change pos- 
sible without added pressure being 
put upon the citizens of Homewood. 

As the town grows and the de- 
‘mands on the library increase, it will 
undoubtedly become necessary to 
have the library open for more hours 
and the staff will have to be enlarged 
accordingly.

OAK LAWN PUBLIC LIBRARY

It could be said it took nearly 
twenty years to build the Oak Lawn 
Library though of course the actual 
construction took only a few months. 
A combination of the interest and 
effort of many people is necessary to 
acquire a new library building be-

cause many believe it isn’t too im 
portant and costs more than its 
worth. 

The Oak Lawn Library really be 
gan in 1936 when a barn was ff 
modelled to serve for the distributia 
of books and by 1943 the taxpayes 
elected our first Library Board. In 
those days good property could be 
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bought for a reasonable price and 
that first Board looked to the future 
when they bought a 140 x 150 foot 
piece of land with an old residence 
of civil war vintage. The site proved 
to be very valuable in 1954 when the 
demand became evident for a new 
building to serve the growing village 
adequately. It is one short block 
from the main business district, and 
has ample parking space. 

The question was debated as to 
requirements of size, structure and 
cost. We cohsulted the Extension 
Services of our State Library, visited 
various other libraries and searched 
all possible sources of information. 
We wound up with an architect, gen- 
eral contractor and an attorney. Vil- 
lage officials were fortunately in our 
favor and we were ready for action. 

The new Library is modern in style 
with the exterior constructed of face 
brick complemented with stone. A 
fin wall in the Adult Room and a 
big picture window in the Children’s 
Room lend architectural interest and 
afford attractive views of Library 
activities from the street. The whole 
structure is 72 feet in length with a 
width varying from 26 to 36 feet. 
The building was designed by Ralph 
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Edmund Ernst of Chicago. 

The entire floor is a concrete slab 
with radiant heat serviced by an 
automatic oil furnace and covered 
with light colored asphalt tile. In- 
terior walls are of cement block 
painted in pastel shades. Windows 
are steel sash and large double doors 
of stainless steel and plate glass 
make for an attractive entrance. 
Wood laminated beams support a 
flat roof, the ceiling being exposed 
wood planks bevelled and stained 
with a natural finish. The floor plan 
includes an Adult Room, Children’s 
Wing, Librarian’s office, work room, 
boiler room and two wash rooms. 

The cost of construction was ap- 
proximately $29,000 and with a 
population of about 14,000 the cost 
per capita is almost negligible. A 
building fund had accumulated for 
several years and a mortgage was 
secured from a local bank for the 
balance at a rate that only pride in 
civic improvement could warrant. 

Circulation has already increased 
over 50% in the last six months to 
over 5,500 volumes per month and 
after an Open House held for the 
public we are expecting to break all 
records. 
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Have we accomplished something? 
Let us rather say that we have 
started something and the future will 
prove our belief that the printed 


word is the basis of civilization, pro- 
tector of freedom, source of educa- 
tion, information, culture and enter- 
tainment. 


AIR CONDITIONING 


Aurora 

The air handling system includes 
a ventilator that filters all the incom- 
ing air before it is cooled in the sum- 
mer and warmed in the winter. 

In a newspaper interview Eleanor 
Plain, librarian, reported that since 
the incoming air is filtered the library 
and books are much cleaner and 
patronage is increasing. Many peo- 
ple who shop downtown drop into 
the library to cool off and catch up 
on their reading.

East Moline 

The new air conditioning unit was 
installed at the library by the Mc- 
Coy company of East Moline. In- 
stallation of the equipment was 
authorized by the library board. 


Madison 

“Our Chrysler Airtemp Condition- 
er was given to us, a present from the 
Madison Lions’ Club, and the Junior 
Service Club of Madison. 

“We are very grateful for it, and 
it has made the library a very com- 
fortable place since its installment 
the latter part of August.”

BENSON WOOD LIBRARY OF McKENDREE COLLEGE

McKendree College, under the 
direction of its president, Dr. Russell 
Crow, has embarked upon a variety 
of recently organized activities. A 
co-educational liberal arts college, 
McKendree is located in Lebanon, 
Illinois, twenty-two miles east of 
Saint Louis and is closely allied with 
the Methodist Church. Its expand- 
ing program reflects not only in- 
terests which the College has tradi- 
tionally held but also newer concerns 
which have been stimulated by the 
needs of surrounding communities. 
McKendree’s Benson Wood Library 
today is endeavouring to meet these 
multiple needs. 

The College was founded Febru- 
ary 20, 1828, during the presidency of 
John Quincy Adams, when the State 
of Illinois was only ten years old. 
Organized as Lebanon Seminary by 
a group of pioneer Methodists and 
afterwards turned over to the foster- 
ing care of the Methodist Conference, 
the College was later named Mc: 
Kendree College when Bishop Mc: 
Kendree, pleased with the progress of 
the young institution, decided to be- 
stow upon it four hundred and eighty 
acres of land in Shiloh Valley. 
Charters were granted to the College 
in 1835 and 1839. Succeeding its first

president, Edward R. Ames, later a 
Bishop of the Methodist Church, 
twenty-three presidents have held 
the reins of the institution as it has 
passed through its one hundred and 
twenty-seven years of existence. In 
this period both William Jennings 
Bryan and William McKinley re- 
ceived honorary doctor’s degrees 
from the school. 

At the present time McKendree 
has a daytime enrollment of two 
hundred and fifty-six. Last year 
night-school courses were attended 
by four hundred and seventy-nine 
students, on campus and in the fol- 
lowing Illinois communities: Col- 
linsville, Sandoval, Madison, Kin- 
mundy, Marissa, Scott Air Force 
Base, Steelville, Waterloo, Bethalto, 
Signal Hill, Edwardsville, Mount 
Vernon, Belleville, Salem, and Flora. 

The College has always offered 
preparatory courses for elementary 
and high school teachers as well as 
for workers in the several fields of 
the Christian ministry. These long- 
held interests manifest themselves 
prominently in the College’s expand- 
ing night-school program. A large 
number of night-school students are 
teachers who are receiving in-service 
training while completing the re- 
quirements for Illinois teaching cer- 
tificates. Of greater notice perhaps 
has been the emergence and organi- 
zation within the last year of the 
McKendree Graduate School of 
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Theology. Although the school does 
not confer a graduate degree, it offers 
courses in theology beyond the un- 
dergraduate level for active min- 
isters; upon the completion of thirty 
hours of credit, the School grants a 
certificate of recognition. A small 
seminar collection of books, repre- 
senting contributions from the Meth- 
odist Southern Illinois Conference, 
has been established in the library 
for the Graduate School. Reflecting 
this same interest, the College has 
recently outlined four new under- 
graduate curricula in religion to pre- 
pare students for full-time or part- 
time church-related vocations. 
Nearby Scott Air Force Base in 
Belleville, Illinois, has also swelled 
the total of night-school students 
who attend the College. In recogni- 
tion of the special needs of the air- 
men, the College has recently begun 
to grant a “military certificate” for 
the completion of sixty hours of 
course work, the curriculum being 
composed primarily of liberal arts 


courses. 
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Benson Wood Library, now dir- 
ected by Miss Katherine Daniel, and 
staffed by four student assistants, 
was completed in June, 1918.* The 
library, a gift to the College by Mrs, 
Jennie Jewett Wood of Effingham, 
Illinois, was constructed as a memor- 
ial to her husband, the Honorable 
Benson Wood. Plans and specifica- 
tions were drawn up by John Irving 
Rinaker in commemoration of his 
father, General John Irving Rinaker, 
a graduate of McKendree in 1851. 

The library is of red brick con- 
struction and of modified Carnegie 
design with its main reading room a 
short flight of steps above ground 
level. Cross-timbered and _high- 
ceiled, this room will seat approxi- 
mately ninety students and is 
illuminated by fluorescent lighting. 
Directly opposite the library entrance 
is the circulation desk, behind which, 
in a separate room, is the librarian’s 
office, periodical stacks, and a work 
area. Stairs also lead from the main 
entrance down to the basement area, 
where there are four stack rooms and 
a small office. Benson Wood Library 
from a bird’s eye view has today the 
appearance of a stubby “T.” A con- 
templated enlargement of the build- 
ing would “fill out” the “T” into a 
rectangle, adding floor space and 
stack areas both upstairs in the read- 
ing room and in the basement. 

McKendree’s library utilizes the 
open shelf system for the main book 
collection, although bound periodi- 
cals and reserve books are kept be- 
hind the circulation desk. Also on 
closed shelves is a small file of 
pamphlets which have been fully 
catalogued but which have not been 
bound. Vertical file materials like- 
wise are housed behind the circula- 
tion desk. 

At the present time McKendree’s 
main book collection is in two physi-

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cally separate groups, each with its 
own Dewey decimal series. One 
group is in the main reading room, 
the other in one of the basement 
stack rooms. It is planned to merge 
the two groups into one series as 
soon as further space is made avail- 
able by weeding the collection and 
enlargement of the present building. 
The existence of these two groups has 
made inventorying difficult, and as a 
result the size of the collection can 
only be estimated at an approximate 
twenty thouSand. The library sub- 
scribes to one hundred and eighteen 
periodicals. 

At one period in its earlier exist- 
ence Benson Wood Library served 
as a depository library and has 
stored in one of the basement stack 
rooms a variety of some of the earlier 
government documents, including 
many of the annual reports of fed- 
eral departments, elements of the 
Congressional set, considerable sec- 
tions of the Congressional Record 
and Congressional Globe, the Ameri- 
can State Papers, a number of the 
earlier censuses, the large War of the 
Rebellion, and many of the U. S. 
Geological Survey folio maps. At 
the present this material is being 
weeded, and this will also provide 
additional badly needed shelf space 
for the main book collection. 

Among the materials which the li- 
brary particularly prizes are several 
collections of Methodist theological 
materials. These include the Armin- 
ian Magazine, the first magazine of 
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Methodism, published in England by 
John Wesley in 1778. The name was 
changed to the Methodist Magazine 
and again to the Wesleyan Methodist 
Maégazine before publication ceased 
in 1881. Its American counterpart, 
The Methodist Review (1818-1891), 
the library also holds, as well as a 
set of the Methodist Discipline, dat- 
ing from 1787. 

Another collection of a theological 
nature is of various translations of 
the Bible. In this group is the first 
American translation of the Bible, 
made by Charles Thomson, who was 
Secretary of the Continental Con- 
gress, and printed in Philadelphia in 
1808. This edition is based on Tyn- 
dall’s translation of 1594. 

The library also owns a manu- 
script collection of nearly eleven 
hundred letters written to Governor 
Augustus French, while he was Gov- 
ernor of Illinois from 1846 to 1853. 
This collection of letters was trans- 
ferred in 1950 to the Illinois State 
Historical Library for microfilming 
and preservation. Governor French 
was granted an honorary degree from 
McKendree in 1848. 

In 1951 a special collection of rare 
old text books was presented to the 
library by Dr. Samuel Engel Burr, 
Jr. of the American University, 
Washington, D. C. 

Not directly under the administra- 
tion of the library are several small 
laboratory collections in-the Chem- 
istry, Education, and Mathematics 
departments.

What does a librarian in an adver- 
tising agency library do? 

This is a question which librarians 
in this occupation have put to them 
fairly often. And just as often, the 
question is immediately followed by 
the questioner’s assurance that he 
knows the work is interesting, excit- 
ing and sort of glamorous — even 
though he isn’t quite sure exactly 
what is involved. 

An advertising agency librarian is 
more than likely to agree that, yes, 
the work is interesting, and consist- 
ently so. The nature of it brings the 
librarian, even requires him to be, in 
close touch with major trends in the 
communication media. In the sub- 
ject areas of advertising he is always 
on the lookout for what will happen 
tomorrow, often involved in learning 
what is happening today, and occa- 
sionally interested in what happened 
yesterday. 

Exciting — yes, a good deal of the 
time. The agency librarian works in 
a business where the deadline is al- 
ways important. Even though he 
often gets first crack at an advertis- 
ing problem that might eventually 
affect the way in which an advertise- 
ment, an advertising campaign, or a 
marketing program will be com- 
pleted, he seldom has time, even at 
this early stage, for leisurely con- 
templation of the problem. That day

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is an unusual one when, at 8:30 on 
the way to work, he can accurately 
predict what he will be doing at 10. 
This tends for excitement of a sort. 
Glamorous — well, perhaps; but, 
frankly, not nearly as much as some 
librarians believe. Perhaps there is 
some of it in handling occasional re- 
quests for information coming from 
Frankfort-Am-Main, London, Syd- 
ney, Toronto, New York, San Fran- 
cisco (J. Walter Thompson has 39 
United States and _ international 
offices). And maybe there is some of 
it in suddenly—while paging through 
Life—coming across the reflection of 
one’s work coming out of a double 
page spread, in four colors. But 
there are two somewhat prosaic 
words that more accurately describe 
the work of the JWT library. These 
words are “varied” and “thorough.” 
The work is varied because of the 
nature of agency business. A suc- 
cessful agency serves the advertising 
needs of a large number of clients. 
The businesses of the clients are 
likely to be quite varied; consequent- 
ly, the library of the agency is called 
upon to work in almost as many sub- 
ject fields as there are clients. The 
Chicago office of J. Walter Thomp- 
son Company numbers as some of its 
clients the Bowman Dairy Company, 
Borg-Warner Corporation, Kraft 
Foods Company, Libby McNeill & 
Libby, Quaker Oats Company, Swift 
& Company, The Seven-Up Com- 
pany, American Medical Association, 
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Blue Cross Commission and Blue 
Shield Medical Care Plans, Em- 
ployers Mutual of Wausau, North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, Indiana Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, Mobile Homes Manufacturers 
Association, Southeastern Trailways, 
Sophie Mae Candy Corp., Weco 
Products Company. Glancing over 
this list, it is not difficult to guess 
that the library collections will be 
strong in such subject areas as 
health, food and nutrition, beverages 
and confections, all types of insur- 
ance, dentifrices, communications, 
and the automotive industries. As 
new clients from other fields of busi- 
ness and industry are added to the 
list, the library gathers the basic ma- 
terials of that field, and by so doing 
constantly broadens the scope of ma- 
terial with which it works. 

The work is varied further by the 
nature of the people who are em- 
ployed in the agency and who con- 
stitute the library’s clientele or “pub- 
lic.” These people —almost 400 of 
them at JWT—are essentially “cre- 
ative” workers. They are engaged in 
the creation and selling of ideas as 
expressed in a piece of original re- 
search, an outstanding layout for an 
advertisement, a piece of effective 
copy, a successful advertising sched- 
ule, a workable marketing program— 
or any one of a number of projects 
based on creative thought and intel- 
ligent action. In approaching and 
solving these workday problems they 
call upon and receive aid from an 
encyclopedic breadth of printed ma- 
terials. Thus the JWT library and 
its staff may find itself working 
within a week’s time with such 
varied and seemingly “non-advertis- 
ing” materials as those pertaining to 
Algonquin Indians, Japanese paint- 
ings, football stars, farm organiza- 
tions, bird feathers, Robin Hood’s 
castle, skin diving, the life span of a 
Cuban—to mention just a few. (At 
the JWT library, as in most others, 
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the World Almanac is kept close at 
hand.) 

The work is “thorough” because 
of the character of modern advertis- 
ing, and because of the library’s pri- 
mary reason-for-being. In its rela- 
tively short history as a _ business 
force in the U. S., advertising has 
changed from a rather haphazard 
method for calling products to the 
attention of the public to a science 
whose techniques are carefully 
planned, executed, studied and im- 
proved by thousands of trained 
specialists. Today’s advertising man, 
no matter what his specialty, is 
vitally interested in the person at 
whom his efforts are aimed—the con- 
sumer. The consumer is studied not 
only on a purely economic basis, but 
as a person whose desires and tastes 
are constantly changing and whose 
behavior shapes the nature of our 
social setting. Such an approach to 
his job requires the individual work- 
ing in advertising to know a great 
deal more than the techniques of his 
trade. In every possible manner, the 
library attempts to help him. 

The fact that the JWT library is 
located in the Research Department 
of the agency is not happenstance. 
One of the main purposes of the li- 
brary has always been this: to see if 
the answer to a question can be found 
in printed, or even verbal sources, be- 
fore submitting that question to ex- 
pensive, original research. Many of 
the problems which come to the 
JWT Research Department are 
treated in this fashion. They are in- 
vestigated as thoroughly as possible, 
using every available library re- 
source, before a decision is made on 
the research action to be taken. 

To perform its tasks, the library 
has a wealth of sources at its com- 
mand. First of all, of course, are its 
own collections. The JWT library, 
unlike many special libraries, is for- 
tunate in that it was founded, or- 
ganized, and built up by one person

over a period of 30-some years. The 
collections reflect the consistency of 
organization given to them by Miss 
Elma Hunt, who recently retired as 
librarian. At the present time the 
vital statistics of the library are as 
follows: a staff of two professional 
librarians and four assistants; ap- 
proximately 800 pertinent magazine 
titles; about 100 file drawers of 
ephemeral, but very useful, data; 
about 2,000 books; a small, basic il- 
lustration file; a small newspaper 
file; and not to be overlooked — an 
agency full of cooperative people 
with all sorts of subject backgrounds. 

Since J. Walter Thompson Com- 
pany is located in the Wrigley Build- 
ing, it is within walking distance of 
the Chicago Public Library, the John 
Crerar Library, Newberry Library, 
the Art Institute Libraries, and the 
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Joseph Schaffner Library of Com- 
merce on Northwestern University’s 
downtown campus. The services of 
these Libraries are all used fully. In 
addition, the JWT library is within 
telephone distance of Chicago’s 
hundreds of friendly university and 
special libraries and librarians. Fine 
cooperation in running down elusive 
information is obtained from such 
organizations as trade associations, 
publishers and their representatives, 
government agencies and depart- 
ments, the newspapers, and private 
business concerns. The libraries in 
other domestic JWT offices can be 
called on by teletype, telephone and 
letter. 

These in brief, are just a few of the 
things that are somewhat distinctive 
of advertising agency library work as 
performed in the JWT library.

THE PROTECTION OF ARCHIVES AGAINST DAMAGE 
AND THEFT 


RosBert H. LAND} 


Thieves are not necessarily the 
worst enemies of archives. Aside 
from the hazards of war, Mr. Land 
also pointed to the danger from 
over-enthusiastic and uninformed 
weeders of manuscript collections, 
unwise custodians, untrained staff 
members, inexperienced investigators, 
and careless or even selfish scholars 
and discussed ways of protecting 
records against them. 

The best defense against the loss 
or willful destruction of papers in 
private hands, Mr. Land said, is to 
get them into responsible repositories, 
where there are proper facilities for 
their care. Even there, they may not 
be entirely safe. 

Curators themselves, Mr. Land 
asserted, may be enemies of archives 
unless they counsel against breaking 
up bodies of records and practice 
what they preach. “Those who, 
without reference to provenance, 
heedlessly split up collections or cre- 
ate miscellany collections or add 
materials to wholly different collec- 
tions can cause endless trouble for 
their successors in office and misun- 
derstanding and misinterpretation 
for an unending line of investiga- 
tors.” 

Curators should not accept more 
material than they can hope to bring

under control, for this invites losses 
through pilfering. They should also 
exercise caution in weeding collec- 
tions, in determining what shall be 
destroyed. Those “curators who 
ruthlessly purge records, deciding in 
haste but for all time and eternity 
what is of value to the historian, 
here and hereafter,” are also enemies 
of archives, Mr. Land declared. 


Small, highly endowed institutions 
do not have the problems of protect- 
ing their holdings that the large, 
public archival agencies do. Their 
staffs are small and highly trained, 
their collections are often extensively 
cataloged, and those who use them 
are a select number of well-known 
scholars. On the other hand, public 
institutions, usually with larger col- 
lections and larger staffs, have to use 
nonprofessionals for such work as 
arranging, boxing, and shelving and 
these employees are often careless. 
Furthermore, anyone with a legiti- 
mate reason for consulting records in 
public custody must be permitted to 
do so regardless of whether he is ex- 
perienced in research, although some 
of the worst offenders are highly 
competent scholars who are so im- 
pressed with the importance of their 
own work that they think nothing of 
rearranging loose papers to suit their 
own convenience. All this can lead 
to loss or damage of records, but, ac- 
cording to Mr. Land, archives are 
likely to suffer even more at the 
hands of photocopyists and arrangers

of exhibits. Careful supervision and 
checking of the records are necessary 
to insure proper handling by staff 
and searcher alike. 

The crackpot, the person of de- 
ranged mind, is usually detected, but 
there is no sure safeguard against a 
determined and cunning thief, Mr. 
Land said in citing such thefts as 
that of the manuscript of Sir Walter 
Scott’s Guy Mannering, while on 
loan in 1932 to Columbia University 
by its owner, J. P. Morgan; the 
Walt Whitman commonplace book, 
stolen last March from an exhibit at 
the Detroit Public Library; and some 
Andrew Ellicott manuscripts, ex- 
tracted in 1953 from the Library of 
Congress. But steps can be taken to 
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prevent such losses. Among those 
enumerated by Mr. Land were: (1) 
Careful examination of credentials 
and proper registration of research- 
ers; (2) close supervision over read- 
ers, preferably by a guard with no 
other duties to distract his attention, 
and examination of their briefcases, 
etc., when they leave; (3) marking 
documents with indelible indicia of 
ownership; (4) inventorying and, 
after each use, checking papers to 
detect losses at once; (5) reporting 
losses promptly and enlisting the aid 
not only of law-enforcement officers 
but of collectors and dealers to 
whom the stolen materials are likely 
to be taken; and (6) prosecuting the 
thieves.

BOOK SELECTION POLICY 


Librarians who have long felt a 
need for an up-to-date, practical 
guide on problems of book selection 
policy and censorship now have the 
answer in a publication of the Public 
Libraries Division of the American 
Library Association. 

The October, 1955, issue of The 
PLD Reporter is devoted to the pro- 
ceedings of the Work Conference on 
Book Selection in which 233 persons 
participated at the recent ALA An- 
nual Conference in Philadelphia, 
sponsored by the ALA Intellectual 
Freedom Committee and the Public 
Libraries Division. 

The book, available at $2.50 from 
the ALA Publishing Department in 
Chicago, includes the four principal 
addresses by Herbert Brucker, Paul 
Bixler, Miriam Putnam, and Eleanor 


Phinney as well as reports of discus- 
sion groups, a digest of the final 
session, and excerpts from existing 
public library book selection state- 
ments. Also included are the Library 
Bill of Rights, the Freedom to Read 
statement, and several bibliographies. 
Also listed are libraries that have 
book selection policy statements 
which are available on loan from the 
ALA Headquarters Library. 

Leaders of the library profession 
have urged for some time that trus- 
tees and others concerned be thor- 
oughly informed about the problems 
of book selection and censorship, and 
this publication brings these prob- 
lems sharply into focus through its 
report of the work conference discus- 
sions. 

An Introduction to the material, 
written by John D. Henderson, 
Chairman of the Intellectual Free- 
dom Committee and Ruth W. Greg- 
ory, 1954-55 PLD President, sets 
forth a number of conclusions which 
they point out have been substanti- 
ated by special studies. Among them 
are these: 

“. . . Written policy statements, 
where they exist, have become inval- 
uable tools for sharpening the indi- 
vidual library’s objectives and for 
interpreting its role in the support of 
the basic principle of the freedom to 
read. 

“. . . profession-wide use of pre- 
pared policy statements would 
strengthen the position of the libra- 
ries of the nation, particularly for 
those which may be vulnerable to 
pressures that are not in the best in- 
terest of the public library and its 
goals.” 

The Introduction reports that par- 
ticipants in the work conference 
represented public, college, school, 
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hospital, and armed forces libraries, 
and afforded them “an opportunity 
to compare experiences and pool 
judgment.” 

The work conference drew nine 
principles of book selection from the 
various group discussions as guides 
to working out policy statements by 
individual libraries. 


ALA WILL HELP YOU 


An important aspect of the Li- 
brary-Community project of the 
American Library Association is the 
consultant service which will be 
available from September 1, 1955 to 
August 31, 1957. This service is de- 
signed to assist libraries and library 
associations in planning and execut- 
ing activities which will develop 
knowledge, skills and interest in 
adult education, and will motivate 
the participants to undertake adult 
education activities. 

Consultant service may be re- 
quested for many activities, of which 
the following are examples: 


A. Workshops for librarians and 
trustees in the fields of general 
library adult education, reader 
guidance methods, community 
surveys, discussion group organi- 
zation and leadership, film usage, 
program planning service, pro- 
gram planners institutes, adult 
education information _ service, 
use of radio and TV for adult 
education programs, and other 
similar topics. 

B. Institutes for educational leaders 
(professional and lay) with libra- 
rians and trustees for the de- 
velopment of understanding of li- 
brary adult education and other 
similar purposes. 


C. Meetings of librarians, trustees, 
and educational leaders of a given 
region for the development of co- 
operative library activity in adult 
education. 
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All requests for consultant service 
must be made through the State Li- 
brary agency, in order to: 


A. Insure that the service requested 
is not already available in the 
state. 


B. Provide the state agency with in- 
formation on adult education ac- 
tivities for the use of other libra- 
ries in the state. 


C. Prevent conflicts in the calendar 
of library activities in the state. 


D. Enable the state agency to sug- 
gest grouping of activities where 
possible to utilize consultant time 
to best advantage. 


E. Enable the state agency to note 
trends in requests which may in- 
dicate the need for development 
of services on the state level.

BOOKMOBILES 


The Illinois State Library’s pro- 
gram of lending bookmobiles to local 
public libraries has a 100 per cent 
record of success and has aided ma- 
terially in the expansion of library 
service in the state. 

A new 2,500-book capacity book- 
mobile was placed in service, re- 
placing an 8-year-old unit which had 
traveled more than 100,000 miles 
over Illinois roads. The new vehicle 
has been placed on loan to Hayner 
Public library at Alton. 

The purpose of the bookmobile 
lending program is to enable local 
libraries to determine the response to 
bookmobile service in their areas 
without spending a large sum of 
money just to experiment, Secretary 
Carpentier explained. 
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Five public libraries and one 
school district have borrowed book- 
mobiles from the Illinois State Li- 
brary, and in each instance the re- 
sponse has been so enthusiastic, the 
local group has subsequently pur- 
chased its own bookmobile, he said. 
The five libraries—at Aurora, East 
St. Louis, Granite City, Joliet and 
Rockford — have experienced a cir- 
culation increase of almost 260,000 
and have brought library service to 
thousands of additional persons. 

The school district, at Alton, which 
borrowed a State Library bookmo- 
bile and later bought its own is now 
planning to buy a second one, he 
added. 

In addition to Hayner Public li- 
brary at Alton, the Hillsboro school 
district is currently using a State Li- 
brary bookmobile. 


MacMURRAY COLLEGE 


A new college for men was 
launched on Founders’ Day at Mac- 
Murray College, Jacksonville, Illi- 
nois, October 7, 1955, by action of 
the Board of Trustees of a college 
which has been solely for women 
during its entire existence of 109 
years. 

Explaining the reasoning behind 
the Trustees’ decision, Dr. Norris 
said, “Church related colleges, such 
as our own college founded by the 
Illinois Conference of the Methodist 
Church, no less than those colleges 
supported by taxation, must expand 
their facilities to accommodate the 
increasing number of young people 
who will be entering college within 
the next ten years. If church-related 
colleges do not continue to educate 
at least the same ratio of college 
students as they now do, the benefits 
and cultural contributions to society 
of this type of education—and they 
are many—will be decreased. 

“The development program of the 
College has enlisted the interest of a 
large number of MacMurray friends, 
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who have encouraged us to make 
this dramatic move. 

“With our balanced budget during 
the last two years, and the favorable 
aspect of ending the current year in 
the black, MacMurray feels ready to 
initiate this additional service.” 

The resolution of the MacMurray 
Trustees provides, among other 
things, 

“That the said men’s college be 
legally, administratively, academic- 
ally, and in all other respects, re- 
sponsible to and under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Board of Trustees of 
MacMurray College, or its successor, 
and that the president of MacMur- 
ray College be president ex officio of 
said men’s college; 

“That the curriculum of said 
men’s college and MacMurray Col- 
lege be coordinated and integrated to 
the fullest extent deemed advisable 
by the president of the two institu- 
tions; 

“That the curriculum of said 
men’s college be as non-duplicative 
of the curriculum now offered by 
Illinois College (in Jacksonville) as 
possible; 

“That the use of the physical 
plant, facilities, equipment, faculty 
members, and administrative staff of 
MacMurray College and said men’s 
college be interchangeable to the de- 
gree deemed advisable by the presi- 
dent of the two colleges; 

“That, in the establishment and 
conduct of said men’s college the 
president be directed and hereby is 
directed to preserve to the fullest ex- 
tent possible those distinctive and 
unique educational and cultural fea- 
tures that characterize MacMurray 
College as an institution for the 
higher education of women.” 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


The University of Florida Libra- 
ries is offering three graduate as- 
sistantships in the academic year 
1956-57 for study leading to a 
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master or doctoral degree in a sub- 
ject field other than library science. 
Graduate assistants work approxi- 
mately 15 hours per week in the Li- 
brary, assisting in bibliographical 
research or library administration. 
Stipend is $1,200 for a nine month 
period and holders of assistantships 
are exempt from out-of-state tuition 
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fees. The deadline for filing formal 
application is March 31, 1956.
